THE BETTER HOUSING PROGRAM 
Civic leaders of this community arc giving their un- 
qualified endorsement to the Better Housing Program to 
be launched here during the month of May. They be- 
lieve that the program will give great impetus to busi- 
ness rehabilitation and prove a tremendous aid in gener- 
al welfare. 

1. Idle dollars will be put to work. — These dollars 
have been idle because banks and other financial institu- 
tions have hesitated to loan the depositors* money for 
home modernization and construction. The cause for 
this hesitation has been removed by the Government in- 
surance of such ioans as provided in the National Hous- 
ing Act.

The tremendous cessation of activity in the construc- 
tion industry has brought this country to the point 
where inadequate housing has become a serious problem. 
There is an actual lack of hundreds of thousands of 
needed houses and thousands of old houses arc deteriorat- 
ing to, the point of abandonment. 

For J years general business conditions have not been 
good. Banks and other lending agencies require security 
and liquidity. These two requirements have been lack- 
ing so far as loans for modernization of existing homes 
and the building of new homes arc concerned. The 
shrinkage in values of real property and other collateral 
has made it seem unwise for banks and other financial 
agencies to loan to home owners without further secur- 
ity.

All folks whose chances of making 
raoney out of their chickens come prln- 
clp«lly through egg production, should 
face the foregoing facta sqnnrely, ac- 
cording to poultry adviser J, H. Me- 
Aoams, and make sure right now that 
they are following a program of hnn^ 
dling and growing their chicks and 
pDUcIa so that they will be ready to 
come Into proniuble protluctlon by Oc- 
tober lat. Now Is the time to do some- 
thing about It, he saya; next fall will 
be too Into. 

"To begin with.- says McAdama. -U 
U not natiiml for a hen to lay heavily 
during (he fall and winter months. Kut 
If poultry raising Is to continue prollt- 
able, It Is absolutely necessary that 
the munagenient of this year's flock, 
starting with the selection of chicks 
and continuing right on through to tlio 
laying house, should be to planned and 
giitdwl to get that heavy fall egg pro- 
duction even though nature Is not 
working directly with the feeder.. Such 
a mnnngenient progrnm must Include 
certain dflinlle steps which roust be 
followwl through. 

Careful Chick Selection 
' -First, there Is the selecting of the 
chicks. Since they are to be the foun- 
dation of the season's work, the chicks 
should come from a flock that has 
proved Itself capable of heavy, prolU- 
able egg production during those 
months of the year when eggs bring 
the best prices. 

"Having carefully Bclccled llie 
chicks, the next essential step Is to 
have and maintain adequate brooder 
equipment for them.' Before the chicks 
arrive, brooder houses should be put 
la order by romovInR. cleaning, and 
disinfecting all- movable equipment— 
rooats. nesting, boxes, feed hoppers, 
Tlien with broQm and lioe a good sur- 
face cleaning Inside the brooders 
should be administered A ihoruugh 
Krubblng with lye and water ls:next 
in order. After that the celling, walls, 
and floor should be disinfected by 
drenching with a ablution of 1-0 pint 
of Purina creaofec In n gallon of water, 
followed by a thorough airing of all 
eQuIpment. 

C«rrset.Broodtr Tamp«rj|tur« ^ 
DetKndable heating facllltlet must 
be avallul>le so that the brooder houses 
cnt be kept at even tempcniture at all 
times, free of draft, but ivllh good ven- 
tilation. A temperature of froth 00' 
to 05* at bAck level Is recommendod 
when (he chicks so In, This should be 
Kradually rcductd tlie flrflt two or three 
weeks until tbe temperature stands at 
80* to 83' after thr^ weeks; then con- 
tinued gradual reductfOD Is advised 
unlll by the time the chicks are six- 
weeks old the temperature is from 00* 
CO 05*. Utter, if used, may be a good 
r^tde of peat moss, or stmTtngs or 
clean cat itraw from which. therhaffr 
part has been removed. Or-'.tbo 
brooder house may be equipped with 
a false floor so the chicks themselves 
stand on balMnch mesh hall scr«en 
wire Inatesd of a llticr. When s litter 
Is used It Is wise to cover it with news* 
papers or burlap bogs for k few days, 
unlll J the chicks have Iearn«d what 
food Is and where to find It. '" , ■ 
Overcrowding of chicks should. |»osl- 
lively he avoided. Suflfocallon, cenerifl 
nnlhrlft loess, and disease are liable to 
take A heavy toll when too many chicks 
are crowded into the brooders, Kot 
more thon 2j0 chicks to s brooder 
spoce ten by twelve- fe^t, «re recom- 
mended. Plenty of drinking and feed- 
ing* smti-e^liould alaabe provided for— 
allowing n fewllug hopper and a drink- 
ing fnutilnln for every 00 blrd«r tt lh» 
■twt.
